1) . The present application does not satisfy also the criterion set forth in Article 33(2) 

PCT because the subject-matter of independent Claim 1 is not new in respect of 
prior art as defined in the regulations (Rule 64(1 )-(3) PCT). 

GB-A-2 013 793 (D1) defines the most relevant state of the art for claim 1 . 

From (D1) there is known a self-lubricating plastics material for sealing elements, 
comprising all the features claimed in claim 1 of the present intemationally 
application. 

2) . Dependent claims 2, 9, 13 and 15 contain features which are also known from D1 

and referring back to claim 1 are not novel. 

3) . Dependent claims 3-8, 10-12,14 and 1 6-1 9 contain features which are new with 

respect to the state of the art indicated in the intemational search report, and 
considering the puipose of minimising wear between components which are in 
contact during sliding, using a wear-resistant materials in the manufacture of 
sealing elements, seems to be also inventive. 

4) . Industrial application seems to be possible without any particular difficulties
